Mr. Frank L. D ana, who has a prop 
osition now before the Colorado Springs 
city council for the construction of 
street railw ay system in this city cov­ 
ering practically all the streets not al 
ready given to Mr. W . S. Stratton, w as 
yesterday interview ed by a representa­ 
tive of the G azette relative to the de­ 
tails of his project and the purposes 
which he has in view . 


In relation to these m atters Mr. Dana 
said: 


1 w as forced into this proposition to 
build a street railw ay because it be­ 
cam e very apparent to m yself and a s ­ 
sociates that if w e w ere to be assured 
of transportation to and from Prospect 
lake w ithin an y 
reasonable 
tim e 
we 
would be com pelled to build our own 
street railw ay. 
H aving, therefore, pro­ 
posed to build to P rospect lake in order 
that the people m ight be enabled to 
reach their g reatest 
pleasure 
resort 
com fortably and cheaply it w as su g ­ 
gested to us, by capitalists, to go in for 
a. fran ch ise to cover the city and its 
variou s resorts and th at if it w as upon 
a sufficiently large 
scale 
the 
capital 
w ould be forthcom ing. W e have, there­ 
fore. asked for a 
com prehensive and 
very com plete fran ch ise th a t w ill cover 
alm ost every section o f the city and 
reach all of the present and prospective 
resorts and points of interest in and 
about Colorado Springs. 


“To m ake it plain w e propose to e s­ 
tablish several lines as follow s: 
The 
Prospect L ake line w ill m ake a loop or 
circle running' north from the lake on 
H ancock • to 
Boulder street,

The hoe, insignificant as it is relatively 
toilay, was an invention of revolutionary importance to 
ni;inUind. 
It enabled man for the first time to create 
a Hiirplus—which is wealth. 
The wealth created leisure, 
,i leisure engendered ideas of comfort and stimulated 
-icssive invention. 
Labor-saving inventions are the yeast of civilization. 
.-\11 labor-saving inventions are only contrivances to 
68 
wasted force. 
Most of the natural forcc of the world is still wasted 
for the want of inventions to utilize it. It would probably 
bo a generous concession to man’s pride in his ingenuity 
to admit that so much as 2 per cent, of the visible and 
cal' iilable force of nature has yot been harnessed into 
his service—we arc still so far as that from the climax 


0! civilization.

nows Joe Hutchinson as well as a cat knows her own

Born up in Gilpin county—worked his way thrnuch 
he Denver High school by selling papers, and managed

ays—so thin he couldn’t tell whether he had a backache 
r a bellyache. He was all head and feet—yes. and voice, 
ily, what a voice that boy had!—not a foghorn voice.

see with all his other gifts he Is a lightning calculator 
and can tell you the result of 17 raised to the fourth 
power, multiplied by the cube of 23 and the product 
divided by the square root of 439 'fore the words are out 
of your mouth. 
First that ever was heard of a clearing house in Colo­ 
rado was when Joe instituted the clearing house of thQ 
old Denver mining exchange alter the brokers got every­ 
thing in a muddle.

Creek as big as that Trade Dollar. 
Maybe there Isn’t any care keeping cases on a game 
as big as that—but, land o’ Goshen, everything is easy 
to Joe. 
You remember when wc got him down from Idaho in 
'95 to call for our then new Colorado Springs mining ex­ 
change?—Scotts and Danes! didn't he keep things whirl­ 
ing for the year and a half we had him!—got to be known 
all over the country as "The King of Callers.” 
But that wasn’t Joe's best pace after all, and ho never 


in those rivers and make it do the mining and grind up 
those Idaho mountains and glut the world with gold and 
silver—for Idaho is throe-quarterK mouutains and three- 
quarters of the mountains are mineralized with gold anti 
silver.

It cost a fortune every year for fuel to njn tha engines 
and compressors and air drills and hoists in that great 
mine. 
So after they had figured awhile the directors 
smiled again—In a different way. 
Our Joe had won. 
Now' I'm not going to boro you with any details about 
iho buildiug oL that great dam and tho installation of 
tho groat electrical plant. I don’t know much about such 
things and probably you don’t either. 
I have heard It 
Is the secoud in size In tha ITnited Stales—first after that 
at Mayra. 
.Ml 1 know Is that they ara lighting all ths 
towns in that part of Idaho and ninnlng all the engineii 
and hoists and compressors in tho Owyhee mountaini— 
and Joe owns an interest In It. 
You see ho held tho dam site and he conceived the 
sclirmc and tho ciiniiiany. being white, treated Joe whlta 
and gave him a square deal on the final Bhuifio. 
The Snake river Is the biggest stream in Idaho and 
Is about the volume of all tho rivers of Colorado put 
together. 
From Idaho Falls on tho oast to whore It 
loaves tho state in tho west to Join tho Columbia after 
a course of 700 miles it falls over '.’>,000 feet. 
If you possi'ss as much Imagination as a cow you can 
vaguely conceive what an Incalculable power such a 
fall In such a volume of water represents. 
If you could bring that power to bear on one of those 
Idaho mountains within tlie limits of economical appli­ 
cation you could rip the gold out of it at the rate of a 
Ion a day. 
That is one of the Ideas fermenting in our 
Joe’s bold and restless brain. 
He lias realized only a

HE ATTENTION of the city authorities is callcd 
to a particular nuisance. 
The D. & It. G. and the 
Colorado Midland railroads malce a practice of 
blockading the street in this city Known as the 
Bear Creek road. 
This is the highway to the Portland 
company’s new mill. 
It is used as largely ns any street 
in this city outsido of the business section, and, more 
than that, the use of it w ill increase from now on. 
The 
railroads make a practice of switching cars along the 
bottoms where this street crosses the tracks and abso­ 
lutely pay no attention to the rights of the citizens. 
Saturday evening last just as the men at the Portland 
mill wore quitting work a long train on the P. & R. 0. 
tracks stopped squarely across the street and remained 
there nearly half an hour. 
That the men in charge of 
the train wore absolutely indifferent to the rights of 
others was shown in that the train of cars was broken 
not a hundred and fifty feet from the crossing. 
Eight or 
ten team s and a large number of bicycle riders were 
delayed all that time. 
It is said that the railroad men 
make a practice of doing that, but a bit of watchfulness 
on the part of the city officials and a fine or two -would 
soon stop it. 
The tracks are said to bo in the city limits. 
The county com m issioners also have a duty over In that 
direction. 
A good road is needed to the county farm 
which will accommodate the business '.hat is growing, up 
because of the building of the big mill, the brick yards, 
etc.

Tammany candidate, mustered only 85,000. Gibbs, 
the Republican candidate that year, came out at 
the end of the poll with only 44,000 votes. ' la 
1S8i! Abram S. Hewitt was the candidate of the 
United Democracy, Henry George of tile Labor 
party, and Theodore Roosevelt of the Repub­ 
licans, and the vote stood: Hewitt, 90,552; George, 
U6, l 1 u; Roosevelt, (¡0.435. In 1S8S Tammany stood 
at the top of the poll and the County Democracy 
at the bottom, the voto being as follows: Grant, 
Tammany, 111.11 L: Erhardt. Republican, 73,057; 
Hewitt, County Democracy, 71,07!). 
Thus with a 
candidate who had previously gone down to de- 
loat. Tammany triumphed over one of tho best 
mayors New York had ever had, and retired him 
to private life. 
In IS'.H) Tammany carrried in 
Grant once more by a plurality of 23,000, and in 
181(2 it carried in Gilroy, whose plurality was

In ]S04 Grant was Tammany's candi­ 
date, opposed by a Republican, Strong, on a 
fusion ticket. 
Strong was elected, his plurality 
reaching -14.000. 
Brooklyn meanwhile had been

It is enough to make “ Old 


Hickory'' turn over in his grave, but business conditions 
change with time. 
It is a matter that should be consid­ 
ered c a r e fu lly . 
Mr. A. B. Stieknev, president or the Chi­ 
cago Great W estern railroad, a noted economist, elabor­ 
ated a plan before the Bankers association in Milwaukee 
last week. 
Commenting on his address the Des Moines 
paily News says: 
Mr. Stieknev holds to the view that credit not 
m oney/ is the backbone of business. 
Under our 
present banking system the banks close in on 
the credits of their customers when a panic 
comes, thus precipitating a financial depression. 
He favors a great United 
States 
bank with 
branches throughout the country, the main bank 
holding the gold reserves of the government. 
Such a chain he believes is strong crwu^.i to 
withstand the pressure of panics aDd hold up 
credits. 


But a chain is no stronger than its links. 
The 
weak link of this chain is politics. 
If we could 
be assured that, the-United States bank would be 
conducted as the Bank of England is conducted, 
solely with reference to the commercial needs 
of the country, and never prostituted to the 
bare uses of politics, tho people might favor it. 
The average man is opposed to tho government 
going into the banking business, and his reasons 
for such opposition, at bottom, are a belief that 
’ 
the business of tne country would be at the 
mercy of politicians. 
In a country disturbed 
every lour years by political agitations the sug­ 
gestion that the business interests should be 
constantly in the hands of politicians who might 
have designs to work out, is not received with 
great favor by the average man. 


RANK L. ROUSE is one of the pioneer residents of 
Colorado Springs. 
A few years ago before tho

Mr. Davie went back to his office and renewed the in­ 
surance and put the papers in his safe, knowing that Mr. 
Rouse would pay for it. V h en came the fire, and for a 
short time that day it looked as if the block in which 
tho 
building 
is 
situated 
would 
burn. 
Mr. 
Rouse 
hurried over to see Mr. Davie 
about 
his 
insurance, 
and Mr. Davie in his well-known way of joking people, 
thought that he would have some fun with Mr. Rouse. 
‘‘No,-’ said he, “f did not renew it." 
"Didn't I tell you to do it, Bert?” 
“I don't, think you did, Mr. Rouse, but if you will say 
that you told me to do it, I will make such a report to the 
insurance companies." 


Without hesitation Mr. Rouse answered, “I can’t do 
it. Bert. 
I let you go away without telling you to renew 
In speaking of it afterwards Mr. Davie said, “’Just think 
of that. The fire was sweeping down on his building and it 
probably meant his financial ruin, but the old man was 
so honest that he would not tell a lie to save hfmself.” 
That was moral courage and it is the kind of honesty 
that we need in the 
management 
of 
county affairs. 
It is the kind that is hard to get, and the voters appreciate 
the fact. too. 


remained there long enough to become proficient and more 
or less educated. In the early years of the school a great 
proportion of those who-went out were teachers, but now 
they are largely following the trade or industry learned 
at the institution. The principal reports that he has more 
calls for skilled people than the school can supply. 
A member of the board of trustees of the institution 
spends his tim e visiting and inspecting the work of the 
people who have been at the school, and his reports show 
that very few of* them are in idleness. 
The finances of 
the school are controlled by a board of white and col­ 
ored men, some of them successful wealthy men of New 
York. 
The finances are satisfactory but it takes about 
$80,000 in subscriptions every year to maintain tho in­ 
stitution. 


Mr. W ashington concludes his report with the following 
summary, which contains food for much thought: 


I wish to add a thought which I have tried to 
express before, and that is, more and more, each 
year, I feel that agriculture should be made, in 
a very large degree, the basis for our work; that 
the salvation of my race will largely rest upon its 
ability and willingness to secure and cultivate 
properly the soil. 
1 believe that everything pos­ 
sible should be done to enlarge and increase the 
efficiency of our agricultural department. 
In this 
connection, I am glad to add that arrangements 
have been made to reserve three acres of land 
around the new training school to be used in 
giving agricultural training to the sm allest chil­ 
dren. 
My feeling grows stronger each year that 
perhaps in the heat of passion, growing out of 
racial and sectional prejudices, we have not al­ 
ways given the southern people due credit for the 
imm ense amount of 
help 
rendered the negro 
during the period that ho was a slave. The negro 
as a slave was started on the foundation of agri­ 
culture, mechanics and household arts. 
While 
I would by no means lim it his present education 
to these, but would in all cases add academic 
and religious training, I do believe we shall find 
it helpful for a number of years to come, in our 
methods of education, to give great attention to 
these fundamental occupations. 
In proportion as 
one owns the soil and has the m astery of these 
fundamental occupations, in the same proportion 
does he lay tho foundation for the highest and 
most complete development of him self and chil­ 
dren. 
When we consider tho past, I regard that from 
every point of view the progress of the negro race 
is satisfactory and the relation of the races en­ 
couraging. It is the duty of all patriotic and con­ 
servative citizens to see that present conditions 
are not disturbed by hasty, radical and unneces­ 
sary legislation.

A WORTHY NOMINATION. 


R. M’KINLEY said at Buffalo: ‘‘Our capacity to 
produce has developed so enormously and our 
products have so m ultiplied that the problem of 
more markets requires our urgent and im m edi­ 
ate attention.” 
Just a day or two before Mr. R oosevelt said at Min­ 
neapolis: 
“W e'm u st remember in dealing with other 
nations that benefits m ust be given when benefits are 
sought.” 
Protection, as taught and practiced by the Republican 
party is a business matter pure and simple. Our argument 
has always been that the tariff had two reasons for exist­ 
ing—to protect young hom e industries from destructive 
competition and thus give em ploym ent at fair w ages to 
American workmen, and for the purpose of securing rev­ 
enue. 
It was always contended that as an industry be­ 
came self-supporting the protection should be gradually 
reduced, thus removing the burden of its support from the 
consumer. 
The past ten years has witnessed an astonishing trans­ 
formation in the export trade of the country. 
Today we 
are manufacturing for the world, and there is hardly an 
important industry in this country that is not independent 
of tho tariff and abundantly able to hold its own in the 
home market as w ell as push out for foreign trade. There 
are some industries that still need protection, like the 
infant beet sugar, wool and perhaps others. 
Many thinking men have begun to believe that the time 
is ripe for tariff reduction, and they see in reciprocity the 
solution of the question. Undoubtedly this was Mr. McKin­ 
ley's idea. The struggle was so long and hard to establish 
the present system , and tho transformation has been so 
sudden that undoubtedly it will take tim e to bring a major, 
ity 06 people to sec the necessity for any change. 
The 
difficulties that will be m et with in congress and elsewhere 
will be many, but the Republican party leaders, especially 
in the west, have taken hold of the m atter in their usual 
vigorous manner. 
Senator Culiom, representing the m ost 
important of the middle-west states, is giving attention to 
the questions of reciprocity and has recently been in 
consultation vMth the president in regard to it. 
Many of our industries that are now strongly protected 
aie ablt> to compete in the outside world at a profit, and 
because of their protection are really extorting unfair 
prices from the home consumers. 
The advocates of reciprocity hope to regulate such in­ 
equalities in a manner that will be fair and just to all. 
It is argued that the tariff has done its work and in its 
present form is a hindrance to commercial prosperity, a 
menace to our business relation writh foreign countries. 
We are drawing too much unnecessary revenue from the 
people. 
Our surplus this year will be over fifty millions 
of dollars. 
The over-protected interests have the m ost selfish reas­ 
ons for desiring no change and they are prepared to make 
a desperate fight against reductions.

NEGROES SH0ULP CULTIVATE THE SOIL.

BRAHAM LINCOLN signed the proclamation that 
gave the negro persona] freedom in this country, 
but Booker T. W ashington seem s to be the Moses 
appointed to lead the race into intellectual and 
industrial freedom. 
Mr. Washington is the principal and 
founder of the industrial school at Tuskegee, Ala., where 
young negroes are being taught useful things. We have 
just received his report for the last school year. 
It con­ 
tains a great deal of very useful information. 
This school has been in existence less than 20 years 
and its influence has been far reaching. 
The aim and 
object is not to educate the colored man so that he will 
become an ornament to high society, but in such a way 
that he shall be of use to society, that is, humanity; 
The. report shows that during the last school year 
1,253 students have attended the school, about two-thirds 
of them young men. 
These young people get the rudi­ 
ments of an education’and each takes up some farm of 
industrial pursuit in the training schools. 
W hen they 
go out they are prepared to teach others of their race or 
to take positions. 
The school has graduated about 500 persons but be­ 
sides that there have been some three thousand others who

T SEEMS quite certain that the agitation over the 
army canteen is not settled, although it was made 
such an issue in the election last year. 
Colonel 
Buchanan, the commander of the American forces in 
Puerto Rico, has submitted a report in which he declares 
that the suppression of the canteen in his department 
has had a m ost injurious effect. 
The soldiers buy the 
cheap drinks of the natives, and drunkenness is on the 
increase. 


Captain Munson, of the army medical department, has 
been collecting statistics regarding tho canteen, and the 
Medical Record recently drew attention to them. 
These 
statistics show that in the six years following the introduc­ 
tion of the canteen, tho admissions to the army hospitals 
for alcoholism fell off 23.6 per cent.; delirium trem ens 
diminished 31 per cent., insanity 31.7 per ce n t 
Tlje 
annual average of convictions by court-martial for drunk­ 
enness fell from 372 to 160; the rate of desertion decreased 
from 9 to 4.5 per cent., and the number of soldiers depos­ 
iting m oney with the paymasters increased 13 per cent. 
These figures lead Captain Munson to believe that the 
canteen should be restored as a betterm ent of an evil, 
it is said that his views are indorsed by the board of man­ 
agers of the national soldiers^ homes.

on household economy are “Location ot 
the House ’’ "Ventilation and Sanitary 
Arrangement of the House."

ing Clothes," and “Relations of Mis­ 
tress and Maid." There will be classes 
fur children in sewing, cooking and 
baking. 
The school was founded by the dif­ 
ferent women's clubs of the city, and 
the board is made up of representa­ 
tives from various organizations.

work will be a continuation of that 
formerly carried on at the Armour In­ 
stitute. and through the kindness of 
Mrs. P. It.

HIMEBAUGH BACK FROM 
N IN TH OHIO REUNION. 
J. A. Illmebaugli returned yesterday 
from Ohio, where he attended tho re­ 
union of the Ninth Ohio calvary at his 
home town, Marietta. 
“There were 12,000 men, good a'nd strong, 
in my regiment when wo followed Old 
Morgan, the raider, through Ohio and 
down south In the early sixties. At the 
reunion held a few days ago there, were 
Just 100," sal» Mr. Hlmebaugh, reminis­ 
cently. as lie recounted the adventures 
of the 
war. Quite 
unconsciously 
Die 
strange, strenuous peace of these times 
outcropped through the narratives of the 
past, and the score and more of years 
that have pas ed since the war seemed 
but as the lapse of a few days. 
“One of the speakers at a banquet 
which we had ai the reunion spoke of 
‘Five Hundred Miles of Fried Chicken 
and Rally Round the Flag-.' We were all 
boys together, following Morgan through 
Ohio. It was in the summer time, and 
as we passed through the country roads 
and through towns the people lined up ti.e 
raods and handed us blueberry pies, fried 
chicken and all the dainties of their 
w'ell-stoeked pantries. As we went along, 
people everywhere sang 'Rally Round tho 
Flag.' until the very air seemed to vi­ 
brate with the 
tune. Country 
people 
seemed to have the Idea that we boys 
were starving, and we were nearer dy­ 
ing of gout and dyspepsia. How we did 
ride after Morgan, the raider, and Mor­ 
gan's bold men! The entire march was 
one wild ride through the stales. At one 
place several of the regiment, who had 
not seen their families for many anxious 
days, saw their children, their wives, 
mothers and sisters along the roadsides, 
hut did not stop long enough for even a 
handshake. One man picked up one of 
his little, children, rode with It for a 
short distance and then deposited it as 
he rode on with the regiment. 
“That was war. I tell you. We had sev­ 
eral engagements where more men were 
killed in 20 minutes than were lost during 
the entire Spanlsh-Amerlcan war. At the 
reunion last week 1 was the voungest of 
the few who were left of the old regi­ 
ment. I was the only one who was not a 
gra> -haired old man. I suppose there arc 
more than Just a hundred left of the thou­ 
sand and more, but they aro scattered 
all over the country. Most of the old 
regiment hear the roll call elsewhere now 
The ranks are thinning every year and 
soon the gallant Ninth win ho i,,., a 
memorv."

STRIKE OF OIL AT EL PASO 
WELL PROMISES BIG FLOW. 
If the present indications of a big flow 
of oil at the well being drilled by the 
El Paso Gas & Oil company, five miles 
north of this clyt, are fulfilled Colorado 
Springs is on the verge of a new era In 
its history. 
Oil was struck Friday evening at a 
depth of only a little over 700 feet and 
what is believed to be the first oil- 
bearing stratum has not yet been per­ 
forated.. It is the belief of experts that 
not only vast petroleum reservoirs un­ 
derlie the territory north of this city, 
but under the town itself. 
The work 
of sinking the El Paso company's well 
will go on, and If the expected big 
strike materializes exciting times are 
promised for this city. 
The well, which has been the center 
of interest for the past 60 days and has 
been the Mecca for hundreds of vis­ 
itors, is situated a little over a mile 
west of the Pike View coal mine. Over 
two months ago the El Paso company 
erected one of the largest derricks in 
the country there, and the work of 
drilling was begun. 
Oil-bearing rock 
had been found there, and the proxim­ 
ity to the coal mines, together with the 
belief of experts that oil could be found 
at a depth of about* 2,000 feet, led the 
backers of the enterprise to hope for a 
good find of petroleum. 
A week ago, when the well had been 
sunk to a depth of about 700 feet, the 
drill became covered with oil. 
After 
that the machinery became more oily 
from the petroleum at the bottom of the 
well, and the hopes of the prospectors 
ran high. 
Tho drill was pounding 
through oil-hearing sand, but as three 
oil strata are usually found, the first 
seldom at a depth of less than 1.S00 
feet, a strike was not expected at 700 
feet.

The objects for which the company 
is created, as stated in the articles,, are 
in general to carry on the business of a 
trust company under the provisions of 
the Colorado law. 
I'nder the powers 
thus conferred the company is author­ 
ized to act as fiscal or transfer agent of 
any state, municipality or corporation, 
and In such capacity to receive and dis­ 
tribute money and transfer, register 
and countersign certificates of stock, 
bonds or other evidences of indebted­ 
ness; to do a general banking business, 
to act as guardian, receiver or trustee,

The intention as stated is to build 
a custom mill adjoining the new works 
of the Portland company west of this 
city. The men back of it are perfectly 
able to carry out their project. 
Mr. 
E. W. Giddings. one of the wealthiest 
of the mine owners, is working out the 
plans. Already he has secured a largo 
part of the money necessary, and he 
states that he ims> every reason to be­ 
lieve that it is a go 
The mine owners of the Cripple 
Creek district are at the mercy of tne 
big corporation 
which 
has secured 
control of all the large reduction works 
of this region, with the exception of 
the Portland. 
That company is now 
engaged in building the unest reduc­ 
tion plant in all the world. When that 
is completed In a few months the Port­ 
land will be absolutely independent of 
all mills and smelters. Mr. Burns, the 
president of that great company, states 
that they could save nearly two hun­ 
dred thousand dollars by shutting down 
right now and waiting for their mill to 
be completed. 
How much the others 
could be saved by an independent mill 
is a great problem, but it is one that 
the mine owners are fully considering. 
The company which has the matter 
in hand has not yet been formed, but 
will be shortly. Just west of the Port­ 
land mill is- a bit of land owned by 
the county. It is admirably suited for 
just, such a mill as the Portland is 
building and it Is probable that it will 
be utilized. 
They have figured out that with 
the 
Portland 
mill 
working 
they 
could 
biuld 
and 
maintain 
another 
plant 
very 
cheaply. 
The 
Port­ 
land people are working with them 
heartily and are giving them every en­ 
couragement in the 
enterprise. 
Al­ 
ready the projectors have control of 
the Short Line, a pet project with most 
of the mine men, and with a custom 
mill they would control the ores of 
the Cripplo Creek district. The scheme 
may even take, on a larger scope and 
result In a smelter. In this way home 
people could control every pound of 
ore from the Cripple Creek district. . 
The projectors have practically ar­ 
ranged that they will use the plans for 
the Portland mill, only They will pot 
build a fireproof building. Using tim­ 
bers instead of steel and therefore less 
stone and other heavy building ma­ 
terial, they can make rapid progress. 
They believe that they can set up a 
second mill in about eight months time 
that will cost not less than a quarter 
of a million dollars.

The citizens generally have very Tit- 
tJ-? comprehension of the mighty worl; 
that is going on just west of this 
ylace. For a year now an army of men 
has been at work constructing the huge 
plant, and it is just now taking 6hape. 
The big iron frame of the Portland mill 
is being inclosed. 
The chlorination 
building, six stories in height, is now 
being Inclosed and workmen are piling 
up the great steel stack. 
This wtil 
stand nearly two hundred Teet in the 
air. the greatest stack in this western 
country. 
The 
Portland people are 
building for all time to come, every 
building being of steel and stone. 
It 
will be absolutely fire proof. 
A half 
million dollars have already been spent 
on the plant, building dams and erect­ 
ing buildings. 
It will take several months yet to 
complete the plant that, the Portland is 
building. 
Just as soon, however, as' 
that is ready and they are convinced 
that the work is perfect, they will be­ 
gin on what is called the “second unit." 
They have in the foundations already 
for a second portion of the great mill. 
They will put in the superstructures 
and the machinery for the second unit 
because they realize that the first unit 
will not sufflco them. 
The first unit

This new project, a custom mill, will 
have an t-qual capacity and will make 
practically three great chlorination 
mills side by side.

Something of a flurry was occasioned 
in railroad circles yesterday by a story 
published In Denver, the substance of 
which was that the Colorado Springs 
and Cripple Creek District Railroad 
company had effected an agreement 
with the Santa Fe whereby the Santa 
Fe would hereafter handle all freight 
and passenger business of the Short 
Line so far as connections at Colorado 
Springs are concerned and that the 
present traffic agreement and inter­ 
change of business between the Short 
Line and the Denver & Rio Grande 
road would be annulled. 
Persons familiar with the manner in 
which the Short Line has been built 
and tho deliberation with which its 
traffic agreements have been made 
from the start, and also familiar with 
the original plans of the Short Line 
regarding terminals and connections at 
Colorado Springs with all roads doing 
business here, placed little credence In 
the Denver story, branding it Immedi­ 
ately as the conclusion of some enter­ 
prising railway news gatherer who had 
merely succeeded ln learning the iden­ 
tity of a. party of railway officials who 
were in conference ln Denver Saturday. 
The railway officials were President 
Ripley and Vice President Morton of 
the Santa Fe and Traffic Manager S. 
J. Henry of the-Short Line and thetr 
conference was merely a continuance 
of one held in this city between the 
same Santa Fe officials and President 
Howbert and Traffic Manager Henry 
on Friday. 
As a matter of fact, it can be stated 
on the most excellent authority that 
there was no subject under discussion 
at any pdrt of the conference that had 
in contemplation any Interruption of 
relations or operations between 
the 
Short Lino and the Rio Grande. These 
relations were the result of long weeks 
of conference before the Short Line be­ 
gan operations at all and operations un­ 
der them have been too successful and 
too satisfactory to all parties concerned 
to make at all probable any Interrup­ 
tion of existing conditions. 
It. is well

. The report describes in detail the

Immediately 
following 
the 


shooting which are already familiar to 
the public. Then follows a descrip- 
tion of the operation in all its techni- 
cal minutiae. The utmost care was 
•used to prevent infection of the ab- 
dominal cavity and of the wound by 
the most approved modern methods of 
surgical cleanliness. The wounds in 
the stomach were sutured' with slllc, 
using double rows of stitches so ar- 
ranged that. the greatest possible se- 
curity-was given to the sutured spots. 
The application of these stitches was 
accompanied by great difficulties and 
especially the suturing of the opening 
In the posterior wall of the stomach. 
The chief trouble was the depth of the 
abdominal cavity, the lack of instru- 
ments to draw the edges of the wound 
apart during the sewing, and the lack 
of good light. In his comments on the 
report of the operation. Dr. Mann par- 
ticularly emphasizes the disadvantages 
under which he labored when suturing 


. the wounds in the stomach, with the 


falling light of a September afternoon. 
Later in the operation a movable elec- 
tric light was used with advantage,

being finished, Dr. Mann introduced 
his arm so as to palpate carefully all 
the deep structures behind the stom- 
ach.

The -report of the bacteriologist is 


largely what the doctors call negative, 
i. c., It cqncerns rather the absence 
at germs than their presence. A cul- 
ture taken from tho wound during life 
showed several varieties of germs, but 
such a .showing is rather expected In 
such cases.

TO BE ON JEXHlBmON TODAY 


A Fine Collection Has Been Hung in Antlers Hotel 


Sun Parlor-All Persons Interested Are 
Invited to See Them--Continues Until 


Saturday Night. 


Beginning this morning and continu- 


ing tomorrow and Saturday there will 
be opened to the public of Colorado 
Springs a very satisfying collection of 
the late Harvey Young's paintings. The 
pictures are bung in the sun parlor of 
the Antlers hotel where, yesterday aft- 
ernoon,, a private view was given to a 
few guests and to the press. 


The collection consists of some 30 can- 


vases representing the very flower of 
Mr. Young's work, some of the pictures 
having been completed so late as In the 
spring of this year. There is evident 
in • the collection almost every phase 
of the skill of this artist, one of the 
truest as well as one of the moat ver- 
satile of all the painters who have 
come to Colorado. 
It is a far cry 


from the verdure of France and Massa- 
chusetts to the barrenness of the west- 
ern deserts, but- both landscapes are 
represented In the collection, and each 
class Is. handled with the utmost feei- 
ng for atmosphere and effects. 
The 
collection is a very interesting one, and 
will undoubtedly be largely attended 
and arouse much comment. The light 
"n the sun parlor is not of the best, but 
t has been screened as carefully as 
possible, and the cheerful room is oth- 
erwise a most happy selection for the 
exhibition. The pictures are for sale, 
and if they are not taken here they 
will'be exhibited in New York city. 
With two exceptions, the pictures are 


done In water color, although this can- 
not readily be believed so perfectly did 
Mr. Young perfect the use of that pig- 
ment 'in rendering the richness and 
charm of oil. In his work in the west- 
rn mountains he was confronted by 
effects of atmosphere which were utter- 
ly beyond the interpretation of oil, and 
yet he was loath to execute the ptc- 
:ures in water color because of the lack 
of permanency which had always been 
the baffling .element in the most satis- 
fying of color mediums. Ruskln experi- 
mented for years trying to make a 
varnish which would preserve the work, 
but.succeeded only in discoloring the 
picture. When he abandoned his ef- 
forts it was with the conviction that 
what he sought was impossible. 
Mr. Youpg, however, after years of 
experiment, produced a varnish which 
for some dozen years has been perfect 
in preserving his water colors. 
His 


paintings reveal the depth of oil (he 
employed the tube color to a large ex- 
tent, laying It on very freely), but dp 
not betray a trace of the opaqueness 
of oil nor do they manifest the ten- 
dency tQideepen in tone as oil paintings 
do. It was his thorough knowledge of 


il, probably, which enabled hirrf'to se^ 
cure the effects with the other medium 
—effects so perfectly executed and pre-: 
served sihat many critics have sworn 
the,-,\vork was really jdone In oil. 
• ., : . 
"Of the two plbtures'in oil in the pres- 
ent colle'ctlon, one 'is rendered more 
easily distinguishable because the sub- 
ject" "Evening Near Grez" lends itself 
admirably to the treatment. The color 
is a. very fearless .green and golden, 
meUpwlng to orange In the heart of the 
west,"and'basting''a dying radiance 
through the heavy atmosphere onto the 


deep green of the fields. The thick 
luxuriance of the meadow grasses is 
overcast by the stealthy shadow of 
night, through which is beating the fad- 
ing color of the west. The treatment is 
very strong, showing much Intensity of 
feeling and firmly establishing the ar- 
tist's skill in oil. 


In comparison with the heavy verdure 


of the French pictures, the clear, cold 
effects of "Westward Bound," showing 
the Utah desert, present a contrast so 
striking that it seems impossible that 
the two pictures can be the work of 
one artist. They certainly could be the 
work of no artist, but one whose keen 
perception and Intimate knowledge of 
nature embraced tho effects of the west 
as well as of the luxuriant spell ot 
fertile countries. Neither of the two 
pictures Is the work of a man who 
painted nature, but of an artist who 
felt nature and through whom her con- 
trasting moods and aspects found ex- 
pression with a faithfulness rare among 
landscape painters of the new world. 
Notwithstanding the free way in 


which the color is put on in this other 
picture, giving It some resemblance to 
work in oil, it is patent enough that it 
is a water color. The truthful render- 
ing of haze and distance would be Im- 
possible in oil. There Is also a light 
tone, a characteristic which has been 
adversely criticised in -Mr. Young's 
mountain pictures, which precludes the 
possibility of oil. 
But observe the 


small picture, "Sunset 
Near 
Cape 


Anne," also the "Sunset in Southern 
California" and that charming bit of 
composition and execution, "Canal Near 
Nemours." Here is all the strength one 
could ask for, yet none of these pictures 
contributes the second oil color In the 
collection. They are in water, but re- 
veal the same depth and heaviness of 
atmosphere found in the "Evening Near 
Grez." 
The second oil on the other 


hand. Is called "Waiting to Start," a 
mountain picture. No atmospheric sub- 
tllties are attempted because oil is not 
equal to them, but there is the same 
light tone of the mountain water colors. 
It will be evident, therefore,' that the 


lightness of tone in the mountain pic- 
tures does not Imply a limitation in 
the medium or in the artist's skill. It 
means simply that the mountains 
cannot 
truthfully 
be portrayed in 


strong colors, and that Mr. Young 
saved his strong treatment for the cli- 
mate to which it Is adapted. 
It Is fortunate that this collection is 


exhibited In a mountain city, where the 
wonderful effects of light and shade are 
not unknown to those who keep their 
eyes open. The.beauty and.truth of 
the pictures'should find their sincerest 
appreciation right here. It is'perhaps 
only for the person who has attempted 
to"paint the mountains to• realize the 
exquisite colorings of mists, and hazes, 
the evanascent delicacy of the clouds, 
the quick succession of shadows and 
outline* which tantalize aH attemjxts to 
catch their elusive charm. ' The ama- 
teur may paint the hills, but his work 
will reveal no subtllty 
of outline or 
shadow. The uncompromising brilliancy 
of the sunshine, laying the whole land- 
scape in tt ruthless glare, Is favorable 
to photographers, but death to painters. 


It remains for an artist of quick per., 
ceptlon and skill to catch the flecllne 
effects of mountain atmosphere, and 
.these Mr. Young has 
undoubtedly 
caught and fixed secure In a score ot 
beautiful pictures which are now on ex 
hibition. 


There is a view of Pike's Peak from 
Prospect lako, which Is one ot the best 
of the collectibn. The noble mountain 
stands-up serene and dominating, but 
softened by the lovely cloud effects anil 
the opalescent glow of mis.t which 
hangs before Its breast The delicacies 
of shade are all observed in exquisite, 
transparent coloring, while the fore- 
ground is put in with much strength, 
showing the lake, the clumps of uu- 
tumn-coiored bushes and weeds, Hnd a 
winding road. The composition of ad- 
mirably broken diagonal lines is finely 
arranged. But in u smaller picture, 
"Looking North From Prospect Lake," 
the effects of the foreground are even 
more beautifully painted. The moun- 
tains arc not so majestic to the north, 
dominating much less the landscape, 
and consequently the artist seems to 
have made up in a subtle charm what 
is lost ty the absence of majesty. The 
lake is as still as morning, Its limpid 
surface reflecting the volatile tint and 
delicacy of the atmosphere. The fore- 
ground Is Idealized by emphasizing the 
lovely spots of color which autumn 
brings, while the effect of a wide valley 
between the sharp margin of tho mesa 
and the mountains is rendered by the 
exquisite way in which the air la made 
vibrant with the vague shimmer ol 
translucent color; 


The pictures showing the heart ot the 


•mountains reveal Just as great an In- 
timacy of the artist with the most 
evasive and secret moods of the hills. 
With the utmost delicacy has lie pic- 
tured the soft touch ot the clouds on 
rooky mountain tops, tho melting dis- 
tances and the transparent draperies ot 
Iridescent mists and vapors which hang 
in the valleys. Yet none of these ef- 
fects destroy the. strong and virile 
touches which form the solid moun- 
tains. Never floes the artist's work 
grow fanciful at the expense of truth 
for, although he was an idealist and his 
method was impressionistic, ilrst of till 
he was an unswerving realist. 


To consider the fidelity with which an 
artist has followed nature Is an ex- 
cursion into one of the most fascinating 
labyrinths of art; and it would be a 
rare pleasure to trace out the effect; 
of mountain forms and shadows at dif- 
ferent times of, day and then look foi 
the effects in these pictures. But na- 
ture Is greater'than all'of art. It would 
be better that these pictures and all 
pictures should never have been cre- 
ated, than, that mountains should crasr 
to exercise their charms. Art Is mere- 
ly, to interpret,.to call attention to: aji.l 
Mr'. Young will,have dime his greatest 
work If in the three days these pictures 
are on exhibition, those who look upon 
them will be stimulated to BO to the 
mountains^f6^ themselves, searching for 
the(beauty which, the artist saw anil 
caught. Not every one can own one of 
the pictures, but 'the charm of the 
mountains lies about us as free as the 
all-.

HIS TROLLEY FRANCHISE 


Gives Reasons for Wanting the Same and Outlines 


the Plans of His Company—Propo- 


sition Now Pending. 


Mr. Frank L. Dana, who has a prop- 


osition now before the Colorado Springs 
city council for the construction of a 
street railway system in'this city cov- 
ering practically all the streets not al- 
ready given to,,Mr. W.. S. Stratton, was 
yesterday interviewed by a representa- 
tive of the Gazette relative to the de- 
tails of his project and the purposes 
which ho hna in view. 
In relation to these matters Mr. Dana 


said:

"I was forced into this proposition to 


build a street railway because it be^ 
came very apparent'to myself and as- 
sociates that if we were to be assured 
of transportation to and from Prospect 
lake within any reasonable time we 
would be compelled. to build our. own 
street railway. 'Having, therefore, pro- 
posed to build to Prospect lake in order 
that the people might • be enabled to 
reach their greatest pleasure • resort 
comfortably and' cheaply it was sug- 
gested to us. by.capitalists, to go in for 
a franchise to cover the city and its 
various resorts and that if it was upon 
a sufficiently'large -scale the capital 
would he forthcoming. "We have, there- 
fore," asked for a comprehensive and 
very, complete franchise that will cover 
almost every section of the city and 
reach all of the present and prospective 
resorts and points of interest in and 
about Colorudo'Sprlngs. 


"To make it plain'we propose to es- 
tablish several, lines, as follows: The 
Prospect Lake' line will .maKe a loop or; 
circle running north from the lake on 
Hancock* to Boulder1 street, 'thence 
west to""Weber street, south on Weber 
to Cucharas street, west on Cucharas 
street to Cascade avenue, south on Cas-

"We also propose to build a line of 


railway between Manitou and Chey- 
enne canon to bo operated in connec- 
tion with the Colorado Springs system. 
We will have from 25 to 30 miles of 
railway, some of it double track, and 
have.a circle ride unequalled In scenic 
attractions and general utility to ac- 
eommioclate the tourist and pleasure 
seeker. 


"We are not losing track of the great- 
est attraction in or about Colorado 
Springs, but are awaiting the action of 
the council granting us the privilege of 
affording proper transportation* to' and 
from' Prospect lake. We' propose some 
very large expenditures at Prospeoi 
take, as soon as we are assured of 
proper transportation 
facilities. The 
Improvements consist of a warm water 
plunge, 100x200 feet, in the edge of the 
lake, a boat basin .for safe anchorage 
of a hundred or more row boats, and 
two or three naptha launches, 
bath 
houses surrounding the plunge and 
along the pier 
We contemplate the 


building of a summer theater out over 
the water, band stand and seats on the 
tops ot the bath houses, a large pavil- 
ion on the "shore connecting with the 
pier . and plunge, 
aquatic athletic 
apparatus 
for

tp- 
b'ogan slide, etc., A meiry-go-rpund 
and Bother pleasures will be prp- 
yided fpr the people, We'are even now 


be second to none In the state. 
"We expect to start a prairie dog 
town on a large scale which we believe 
will be veiy attractive, especially to 
our tourist vlsitois. It would require 
too much of .your valuable space t° 
enter into moie detail or elaborate upon 
our plans, suffice it. to say we are 
going to afford superior facilities for our 
citizens and tourist visitors' pleasure at 
the lake as soon as. the city c-ouncil 
gives us the privilege of furnishing am- 
ple transportation facilities. 


"The city,council can hardly afford to 


turn down a proposition that means the 
expenditure of two or three hundred 
thousand dollars within a few months 
and we confidently expect early un<J 
favorable action 
by the city council 
upon oui application foi a stieet i ail- 
way franchise."

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THE BEAR CREEK ROAD.

HE ATTENTION o£ the city authorities is called 
to a particular nuisance. The D. & H. G. and the 
Colorado Midland-railroads make a practice of 
blockading the,street In this city Known as the 


Bear Creek road/. This is the highway to the Portland 
company's new mill. It is used as largely as any" street 
in this city outsldo of the-, business' section, and, more 
than that, the use of It will increase from now on. The 
railroads make a practice of switching cars along the 
bottoms whore this street crosses the tracks and abso- 
lutely pay no attention to the rights of the cltlzuns. 


Saturday evening last just as the, men at the Portland 


mill wore quitting -work a long train on the D. & R. G. 
tracks stopped squarely across the street and remained 
there nearly half an hour. That the men in charge of 
the train were absolutely indifferent to the rights of 
others was shown in that the, train of cars was broken 
not a, hundred and fifty feet from the .crossing. Eight or 
ten teams and a large number of bicycle riders were 
delayed all that time. It Is said that the railroad men 
make a practice of doing that, but a bit of watchfulness 
on. the part oC the city officials and a fine or two -would 
soon stop it. The tracks are Bald to bo in the city limits. 


The county commissioners also" have a duty over In that 


direction. • A good road is needed to the county farm 
which -will accommodate the business that is growing! up 
because o£ the building of the big mill, the brick.yards, 
etc. When the plant is in operation there will be quite 
a large population settle down In that section. The 
people who have business over that way are entitled to 
a road that will not be absolutely dangerous. The county 
bridge over the Fountain creek along this road Is only 
wide enough for one team at a time. Crossing the tracks 
of the two roads is very dangorous for people driving. 


In a short time it will be necessary to put a gate- 


man .there.. The physical conditions are such that a 
viaduct could be built there very nicely. It would pay 
t.he county, t\io city, the two railroads and perhaps the 
Portland and others interested out that way to get to- 
gether and build such a structure right now; A hftd acci- 
dent at that point would cost a good deal more than the 


' railroads would have to put in as their share for a via- 


duct, and the improvement would enhance the value of 
the property greatly.

ability and willingness to secure and cultivate 
properly the soil. I believe that everything pos- 
sible should be done to enlarge and increase the 
efficiency of Our agricultural department In .this 
connection, I am glad to add that arrangements 
have been made to reserve three acres of land 
around the new training school to be used in 
giving agricultural training to the smallest chil- 
dren. My'iceling grows stronger each year that 
perhaps in the heat of passion, growing out .of 
racial and sectional prejudices, we have not al- 
ways given the southern people due credit for the 
Immense amount of help rendered the negro 
during the period that ho was a slave. The negro 
as a slave was started on the foundation of agri- 
culture, mechanics and household arts. While 
I would by no means limit his present education 
to these,- but would In all cases add academic 
and religious training, I do believe we shall find 
.it helpful for a number of years to come, In our 
methods of education, to give great attention to 
these fundamental Occupations. In proportion as 
one owns the soil and has the mastery of these 
fundamental occupations, In the same proportion 
does he lay the-foundation for'the highest and 


' most complete development of himself and chil- 


dren.

Puerto Rico, has submitted a report in which he declares 
that the suppression of the .canteen in his department 
has had a most Injurious effect. 
The soldiers buy the 


cheap drinks of the natives, and drunkenness Is on the 
increase.

Captain Munson, of the army medical department, has 


been collecting statistics regarding the canteen,' and the 
Medical Record recently drew attention to them. These 
Statistics show that in the six years following the introduc- 
tion of the canteen, the admissions to the army-hospitals 
tot alcoholism fell off 23.6 per cent.; delirium; tremens 
diminished 31 per'cent., insanity 31.7 per cent. 
The 


annual average ot convictions by court-martial for drunk- 
enness tell from 372 to 160; the rate of desertion decreased 
from 9 to 4.5 per cent., and the number of soldiers' depos- 
iting, money with the paymasters'Increased 13 par cent. 


.These figures lead Captain Munson to believe that the 


canteen should be restored as a betterment ot an evil, 
it Is said that his views are Indorsed by the board of man- 
agers Of the national soldiers^ homes.

mrty is a business matter pureind simple. Our argument 
las always been that the tariff, had two reasons for exist- 
ng—to protect young home Industries from destructive 
competition and thus; give employment at fair wages to 
American workmen, and for the purpose of securing rev- 
enue. It was always contended that as an industry be-, 
came self-supporting the protection should be gradually 
reduced, thus removing the burden of Us support from the 
consumer. 


The past ten years has witnessed an astonishing trans- 


formation in the export trade ot the country. Today we 
are manufacturing for the world, and there is hardly an 
mpbrtant industry In this country that Is not Independent 
of the tariff and abundantly able to hold Its own In the 
lome market as well as push out for foreign trade.

Is ripe for tariff reduction, and they see In reciprocity the 
solution of the question. Undoubtedly this was Mr. McKln- 
ley's Idea. The struggle was so long and hard to establish 
the present system, and the transformation has been so 
sudden that undoubtedly It will take time to bring a major. 
Ity ol people to see the necessity for any change. • Tho 
difficulties that will be met with in congress and elsewhere 
will be many, but the Republican party leaders, especially 
in the west, have taken hold, of the matter in their usual 
vigorous manner. Senator Cullom, representing the most 
important of the middle-west states, is giving attention to 
the questions of reciprocity and has recently been in 
consultation with the president In regard to It. 


Many of our industries that are now strongly protected 


are able- to compete In the outside world at a profit,' and 
because of their protection are really extorting unfair 
prices from the home consumers.

The advocates of reciprocity hope to regulate such in- 


equalities In a manner that will be fair and just to all. 
It Is argued that the tariff has done its Work and in its 
present form is a hindrance to commercial prosperity, a 
menace to our business relation with foreign countries. 
We are drawing too much unnecessary revenue from the 
people. Our surplus this year will be over fifty millions 
of dollars. 


The over-protected interests have the most Selfish reas- 


ons for desiring no change and they are prepared to make 
a desperate fight against reductions. Public opinion will 
nave to show itself strongly in the matter, and the leaders 
of the Republican party are wise in taking the Initiative, 
because it will disarm the opposition and again leave them 
without an issue in the next campaign. It is better that 
the friends of protection do the reducing than its enemies. 
The Springfield (Mass.,) Republican, issued In me heart ol 
the manufacturing district of the east, thus comments: 


President McKlnley had definitely arrived at 


the acceptance of the principle of tariff reduction 
through reciprocity. He had learned the. lesson 
of progress In'the school of experience, and.bis 
originally narrow view bad broadened as his 
mind was called on to study and deal with the 
wider relations of the country with other counr 
trles, and to contemplate the future. He had 
come to regard with some distrust, it not aisgust, 
the plea of infancy, on the part of a nation that 
had forcibly taken its place in the front rank of 
the world-powers. He was, at the rnoment ot his 
untimely death; engaged in the formulation of a 
policy to carry out the principle he,bad-adopted. 
President Roosevelt inherits the task, and there 
is no room for doubt as to the care and intelli- 
gence he will devote to It.

of the speakers at a banquet 


which wo had at the reunion spoke of 
-'Kiva Hundred Miles of Fried Chlckon 
and Rally Round the Flag.' We were all 
boys together, following' Morgan through 
Ohio. It was In the summer time, and 
as we passed through tho country roads 
and through towns the psople'lfned up ti.e 
raods and handed us blueberry plea, fried 
chicken and all the dainties of their 
WfeH-stockcU pantries. As -wo went along, 
people everywhere ^ang 'Rally Round tha 
Flag,' , until the. very air seemed -to vi- 
brate . with the tune. Country 
people 
seemed to have tho . Idea that we boys 
Were starving, and we were nearer, dy- 
ing of gout. and. dyspepsia. Hpw we did 
ride after Morgan, the. raider, and Mor- 
gan's bold. men! , The. entire jnarch was 
ono wild ride through the states. At one 
Place several, of the .regiment, wbb had 
not seen their families for many anxious 
days, saw their children, their wives, 
mothers and sisters along the roadsides, 
but did not stop long enough for even a 
handshake. One man picked up one of 
his little children, rode with it for a 
short distance and then deposited It as 
he rode on with the regiment 
"That was war, I {ell you! We had sev- 
eral engagements where more men were 
killed In 20 minutes than were lost during 
the entire Spanish-American war. At the 
reunion last week I was tho youngest of 
the few who were left of the old regi- 
ment. I was tho only one who was' not a 
gray-haired old man. I suppose there are 
more than just a hundred left of the thou- 
sand and more, but they arb scattered 
all over the country. Most of the old 
regiment hear the roll call elsewhere now 
The ranks are thinning every year, arid 
soon the -gallant Ninth will be but a 
memory.

-The work 
pf sinking, the El Paso company's well 
will go on, and If the expected bis 
strike materializes exciting times are 
promised for this city. 
The well, which ha« been tha center 


of Interest for the past 60 days' and has 
been the Mecca for hundreds of vis- 
itors, Is situated a little over • a mile 
west of the Pike View coal minp. Over 
two months ago'the El Paso company 
erected aiie.of the largsst.derricks in 
the .country there', and, the work. of 
drilling was begun. Oil-bearing rock 
had been found there, and the proxim-

Yesterday prominent mine owners of 
the city visited the site of a proposed 
mill adjoining the Portland mill of this 
city, and practically decided on a step 
that means a great deal for Colorado 
Springs. 


The intention as stated Is to build 


a custom mill adjoining the new works 
of the Portland company west of this 
city. The men back of it are perfectly 
able to carry but tfcelr project. Mr. 
B. W. Olddlngs, one of the wealthiest 
of the mine owners, is working out the 
plans. Already he has secured a Urge 
part of the money necessary, and he 
states that he has every reason to be- 
lieve that (t is a go. 


The mine owners of the Cripple 
' 
Creek district are at the mercy of itte" 
big corporation 
which has secured 


control of al! the large reduction works 
of this region, -with the exception ot 
the Portland. That company Is no* 
engaged In building the unest reduc- 
tion plant in all the world. When that 
Is completed in a few months the Port- 
land wilt he absolutely independent'of 
all mills and smelters. Mr. Burns, the 
president of that great company, states 
that they could save nearly two hun- 
dred thousand dollars by shutting down 
right now and watting for their mill'tot 
be completed, How much the Others 
could be saved by an independent mill 
is a great problem, but It is one 'that 
the mine owners are fully considering. 
The company which has the matter 


In hand has not yet been formed, but 
will be shortly. Just west of the Port- 
land mill is1 a bit, of land owned by. 
the county. It (s admirably suited for 
just such a mill as the Portland is 
building and tt Is probable that U will 
be utilized.

COLORAD COLLEGE 
SCIENTIFIC SOCIETY. 
Hie Scientific society of Colorado col- 
lege holds its first meeting In thd pres- 
ent academic year at 4:18 p, m. Fri- 
day, October 25. In tho physical labora- 
tory. A meeting of especial Interest i» 
expected, the principal portion ot tile 
program being composed of papers on 
attractive subjects, by Professors Shedd 
and Cajorl, each well known as a clear 
and Interesting lecturer. 
1'rofessor Shedd exhibits nnd explains 


_ valuable instrument called the Inter- 
ferometer, by mesns of which the 
wave-lengths of light are measured. 
Tho undulations of the-ether, constitut- 
ing light, nre, by a mechanism of'great 
precision, caused to alternately destroy 
and reinforce one another, producing 
patterns of much beauty, 
circular, 
elliptic and hyperbolic. Tho conditions 
under which the various curves are 
formed, and the means they afford of 
accuratp measure of wave-lengths, was 
the subject of a paper by Dr. Shedd at 
the recent meeting ot the American As- 
sociation, for the Advancement of 
Science. It Is by the usa of this mech- 
anism that Us Inventor, Mlohclsan, 
claimed to bo able to give the units of 
length—the foot, the meter, etc.—un- 
changing and Imperishable values, by 
comparing them with the length of tho 
wave of sodium light. 


Professor Cajorl will discuss the un- 
explained cause of a southward devia- 
tion of a falling body. It Is a well- 
known experiment, often described, to 
prove the rotation ot the earth by 
dropping a weight from a height. TJiA 
weight will strike the ground, not Just 
under the point of support, as It would 
do If the earth were stationary, but a 
little to the east. When this has been 
tried, it has been found that besides 
the expected eastern displacement, a 
smaller; deviation lit the direction of the 
medium has.always occurred, and as 
yet. thin circumstance has not been 
traced to Its cause. Professor Cajorl 
will discuss the phenomenon, with torn* 
suggestions an to attempts to account 
for U.
